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Journey Brings Teaff Back to Nashville

At Ann Teaff’s 
investiture on September 20, 
longtime friend Susan Ford 
Wiltshire, Professor of Classics 
at Vanderbilt, spoke about how 
the role of mentors and teaching 
relates to Homer’s The Odyssey. 
How fitting it was, since Ms. 
Teaff herself has traveled on her 
own odyssey, which started in 
Nashville more than twenty 
years ago and has brought her 
full-circle once again. 

Embarking on a 

career as a history teacher at the 
University School of Nashville, 
Ann Teaff left Nashville 
eighteen years ago to accept a 
position as the Chair of the 
History Department at Garrison 
Forest School, an all-girls 
boarding/day school in 
Baltimore, Maryland. She 
taught world history and 
Russian history, then became 
Head of the Upper School, and 
finally Assistant Head of 
School at Garrison Forest. 

This past year she left Garrison 
Forest and returned to Nash¬ 


ville. The return to Tennessee has 
been a happy one for both Ms. 
Teaff and her husband Don 
McPherson. “It feels as if I 
have come home,” she says. 

The change in 

schools will be easier for her 
since Harpeth Hall and 
Garrison Forest are “very 
similar,” according to Teaff. 

“Each girl is looking for and 
is encouraged to find her 
own special talent.” Teaff, 
herself a graduate of a 
women’s college, lists the 
characteristics of each 
school that are alike, such as 
an openness, friendliness, 
and excitement about 
learning among the students, 
and especially the mutual 
respect between teachers 
and students—things she 
calls the hallmarks of a good 
independent school. But, 

Harpeth Hall differs very 
much from Garrison Forest 
in that it is one of two all¬ 
girls schools in middle Tennessee; 
in the Baltimore area alone there 


are three. “I admire the girls [at 
Harpeth Hall] for going against 


Teaff expects to meld the 
traditional role of Head with the 
more modern role; that is, 
she will play the role of both 
fundraiser and mentor to 
students. Already she has 
begun to learn the names of 
each student in the entire 
school, and she proudly says 
that she has learned both the 
entire fifth grade and the 
senior class. As the person 
who will lead Harpeth Hall 
into the next millenium, she 
also has played a role in the 
long-range plan that will be 
released soon after her 
investiture. 

“The students who 
leave Harpeth Hall must be 
educated for the twenty-first 
century. Harpeth Hall must 
work toward mirroring the 
world that students are 
going to live in.. .it’s not an 
easy thing to do,” Teaff 
remarks. Major components 
of the soon-to-be-released 
plan include improvement of 
facilities, preserving a campus 


“green space,” and improving 
diversity and the connections 
between the middle and upper 
schools. Also, part of the plan 
involves broadening Harpeth 
Hall’s role in the Nashville 
community. “I have a 
theory.. .that if we work hard to 
build a good school, then that 
enthusiasm will spill over into 
the community,” she comments. 

The most striking 
characteristic of Ann Teaff is her 
enthusiasm and zeal for learning 
and new experiences. She says, 
“When I left USN, I was eager 
for new experiences. It was 
really serendipitous.” And she 
says of leaving the familiarity 
and comfort of Garrison Forest, 
“I didn’t want to let inertia take 
over.” Her odyssey has 
ultimately paid off: “.. .people 
have been so warm and 
welcoming,” she says. “There is 
so much warmth in people I have 
met and come to that I don’t 
spend much time being sad 
about the past.”

Cross-Country Team Ousted from Metro District

This season the cross¬ 
country team at Harpeth Hall 
will not be able to compete in 
the 11-AAA district, the district 
in which they won the champi¬ 
onship last year. This is due to a 
decision made by the Metro 
schools recently to exclude HH, 
MBA, Father Ryan, and St. 
Cecilia from Metro competi¬ 
tion. Although other non-Metro 
teams such as Brentwood, 
Franklin, and Centennial are 
included in the district, the 
metro schools have decided to 
oust schools that give financial 
aid to athletes. 

As a result the HH 


cross-country team is running in 
another district (11 -AA), though 
not for medals. “HH is 
forfeiting the right to win medals 
in order to have regular season 
competition and the opportunity 
to compete against the other 
teams of the Metro,” HH Coach 
Susan Russ explains. “This has 
never been about winning or 
medals and trophies for us. It 
has always been just about our 
teams having a league in which 
to run in the regular season.” 

“I just want to run 
against schools in our district,” 
Hillwood High School coach 
Steve Brown says in an article in 


the Tennessean as he tries to 
explain his reasoning for this 
decision. Russ disagrees, “It’s 
all about private/public 
(schools), and it is all about 
winning.” 

In the same article 
Brown admits, “We just want to 
reward our kids and let them 
have an opportunity to pick up a 
ribbon off the table from time to 
time, and that’s hard with teams 
like HH and Father Ryan 
involved.” 

Russ emphasizes that 
this decision is unfair because 
“HH, MBA, and Father Ryan 
have made significant contribu¬ 


tions to the sport of cross¬ 
country. The coaches have been 
very involved in activities from 
JV competition to helping run all 
the meets. Probably one of the 
most upsetting things in all of 
this is that we have been given 
no credit for the contributions 
we have made to the sport and 
the support we’ve given to 
Metro. We’ve just been 
penalized because we win.” 

Cross-country team 
member Lindsey Wallace says, 
“Last year we had more of a 
chance to compete against a 
wide variety of schools.” Sloan 
Ashley agrees, saying, “The 


more people you have to compete 
with, the easier it is to push 
yourself to strive to beat them.” 

Wallace comments on 
the team and how this has 
affected them: “We’re trying our 
hardest to have the same team 
spirit. We have enough of 
motivation and will-power that 
we can just run for the love of it.” 

As for next year, Ashley 
remarks, “I definitely hope we go 
back to 11-AAA. We had such 
good meets and competitions 
before and it is kind of disap¬ 
pointing that we’re not going to 
have that this year.”

Bulldozers. Dirt piles. Gravel pits. Construc¬

Springman replaces former Fire Marshal Carol 
Oxley, who had to retire due to the tremendous stress of the 
position, as well as the fact that it is uncompensated and 
not well-respected. But, he says, “I hope to bring respect 
to this previously unheralded post.” Springman’s main 
duties will include collecting attendance slips from the 
class sponsors and making sure that everyone is outside 
during fire alarms.

The reality of the dangers of fire really hit home 
for Springman when he first heard about the fire in a 
residence hall at Murray State University, where his 
daughter is a freshman. Although she was unharmed, one 
person was killed and another is in critical condition. “This 
is something that all of us need to heed the warning of 
when it goes off. It’s not a big inconvenience to prepare 
ourselves,” he comments. 

Finally, to all of the students out there who are 
concerned about the firebugs in our community, the Grand 
Fire Marshal says, “Have confidence in my leadership.” 
With Mr. Springman as our protector, we’re sure to feel 
much safer from the arsonists among us.

Ryan Phillippe stars as Shane O’Shea, a Jersey boy 
longing to cross the river into the fast-paced, ostenta¬ 
tious world of New York City. One night, he and two of 
his friends finally do venture over to the city and make 
their way to the door of Studio 54.

Vanderbilt Child Development Center hosts a 
Summer Day Treatment Program at Harpeth Hall 
directed by Dr. Jane Hannah. The children in this 
program, ranging in age from 6 to 11, are dealing with 
various issues, including Attention Deficit Disorder and 
hyperactivity. A typical day might include a game of 
soccer, a class about computers, and a lesson in Tae 
Kwon Do. College students and undergraduates plan 
activities and discussions with the children that attend. 

Brentwood Driver Training offers five two- 
week Driver’s Ed courses at Harpeth Hall. Students 
(male and female) spend the first week in the classroom 
and the second week on the road. 

Other events this summer were headed by 
Harpeth Hall teachers.

At first, Shane glides through the motions 
of bartending, discoing, and partying until 
the wee hours of the night. Eventually, 
however, the consequences of the choices 
he makes start to set in: he gets an STD 
and he sabotages his relationship with his 
father and friends back in New Jersey. 
Shane’s careless actions result in many 
harsh outcomes. 

While 54 has the perfect 
formula for a good movie, in my opinion 


something is missing. Perhaps it is the 
flow of the storyline. First-time director/ 
writer Mark Christopher has added all of 
the elements—a hot, young, and talented 
cast, creative costumes, authentic sets, and 
edgy characters—but the way the 
storyline is presented creates confusion in 
many places. It is easy to tell the moral of 
the story, yet the movie has no idea how 
exactly to present it. Everyone and 
everything is there, but at times the points 
that Christopher is trying to get across 
seem a bit cloudy. For instance, Shane 
tells what a pivotal role the actress Julie 
plays in his life, yet she is in the movie for 
only about twenty minutes.

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Vols Coach Inspires Students 
to Reach for the Summit

We’ve heard it before, you 
control your own destiny, yet it seems 
easier to believe coming from a woman 
whose success has been seemingly 
limitless. That was my thought after the 
school assembly featuring Pat Summitt, 
nationally recognized coach, author and 
motivational speaker. 

“Sometimes people say life is 
very complicated, and I really believe it is 
very simple,” she told the Harpeth Hall 
community on September 4. “I think with 
a few simple basic principles you have a 
chance to be very successful and very 
happy.” 

As the head coach of the Lady 
Vols of the University of Tennessee in 
Knoxville, Summitt has led six teams to 
NCAA championship titles. Nine of her 
last thirteen teams have advanced to the 
Final Four in the NCAA Championship. 
She recently has written a book entitled 
Reach for the Summit outlining her 
formula for success and sharing her 
experiences over the last twenty-four 
years as coach of the Lady Vols. 

“Her accomplishments as a 
player and as a coach both nationally and 
internationally are quite extraordinary,” 
Head of School Ann Teaff says, almost 
awestruck. 


But rather than boasting about 
her accomplishments, Summitt motivated 
the audience with her outlook on how to 
accomplish goals. “You have no limits 
unless you limit yourself,” was Summitt’s 
first point. “If you want to be successful 
in life, you’ve got to want responsibility; 
you’ve got to want the ball. Through your 
communication with yourself and with 
your teacher and with your parents, 
hopefully you will decide that ‘I want the 
ball and that I can handle it.’” 

“Discipline yourself so no one 
else has to,” was the last piece of advice 
Summitt gave us. She left virtually the 
whole audience yearning for more of her 
wisdom. 

One of Harpeth Hall’s own 
coaches commented on the importance of 
Summitt’s visit to the school. “Harpeth 
Hall fosters an environment where 
young women can excel. And here is a 
woman that exemplifies what I think 
we stand for as an all girls school,” says 
Martha Grace, volleyball coach. 

“I hope her visit had a lasting 
impact on the students, faculty, and 
visitors. Her words reach beyond the 
athletic arena,” she continues. “She 
is a role model for everyone who has a 
goal. She is proof that if you want

something, you can accomplish anything, despite obstacles.” 

“(Coach Summitt) is such a hard worker, she doesn’t give up, and she’s a 
great role model. Even though she’s so basketball-oriented, she also teaches about life,” 
says Emily Clark, a fan of Summitt and a Harpeth Hall basketball player. 

One thing Ms. Teaff says impressed her most about Summitt is her giving 
spirit: “She has been very involved with United Way, the Big Brothers and Big Sisters, 
and the Girl Scouts.” Summitt was in Nashville to speak at the Girl Scouts’ Gold Award 
Luncheon, and during her busy schedule, found time to come to Harpeth Hall. Ms. 
Teaff continues, “With a very busy schedule and a busy life that includes a husband and 
a nine-year-old son, she makes time in her life to give to others through community 
service.”
